COURTS An Edmonton man 
accused of sexually assault¬ 
ing a woman at a down¬ 
town Halifax hotel this 
month has been released 
on strict bail conditions. 

Andrew Norman Wilson,

Gunplay continues 

Police plead for public's help in recent rash of shootings in HRM

Ten shootings. Twenty- 
nine days. Zero people 
charged. 

HRM has been home to 
plenty of gunfire in the 
past month, and a frustrat¬ 
ed police force is calling on 
those who have informa¬ 
tion to come forward so 
those responsible can be 
brought to justice. 

“We feel our citizens in 
our communities are our 
eyes and ears. They are 
very tuned into what is 
happening in their com¬ 
munities and we need 
them to continue coming 
forward and speak with 
police to help us stop this 
issue,” Halifax Regional Po¬ 
lice spokeswoman Theresa 
Rath said yesterday. 

“We cannot do it on our 
own. It can’t be just left to 
police. We have to rely on 
the community to support 
us and work with us.” 

HRM’s latest shooting 
came early yesterday as a 
34-year-old man was shot 
in the leg and taken to hos¬ 
pital with non-life- 
threatening injuries after 
two men wearing masks 
entered a home on dueen 
Street in south end Halifax 
around 1 a.m. 

Police say the suspects 
fled on foot and couldn’t 
be located. Investigators 
were hoping to get infor¬ 
mation as to what hap¬ 
pened from the victim, but 
Rath said he isn’t co-oper¬ 
ating. 

“We believe this is to be 
drug related — not ran¬ 
dom in nature,” said Rath, 


as police allege a large 
amount of marijuana was 
found inside the home, 
with the victim now facing 
drug charges. 

She said cases like this 
where the victim isn’t co¬ 


operating has been a regu¬ 
lar occurrence in these lat¬ 
est shootings. 

“In many ways, it puts 
up a wall for us because we 
have to go about other 
ways to tiy and determine 


what happened,” Rath 
said. “We’re left to piece it 
together without the vic¬ 
tim.” 

Police have labelled all 
10 shootings since March 
16 as being not random. In

Coast must ID commenters

A Nova Scotia Supreme 
Court judge says Internet 
anon 5 nnity shouldn’t be a 
shield for legal actions and 
has ordered the weekly 
Halifax newspaper The 
Coast and Google Inc. to 
provide the identities of 
people who posted com¬ 
ments about Halifax’s top 
firefighters. 

The newspaper and 
Google said they would 
comply. 

Fire Chief Bill Mosher 
and Deputy Chief Stephen 
Thurber are considering a 
defamation lawsuit against 
people who posted com¬ 
ments they say were 
defamatoiy on the website 
of the Coast. 

The comments were in a 
discussion forum hosted 
by the Coast and were re¬ 
lated to stories published 
in the paper about racism 
in the fire department. No 
defamation suit is being 
contemplated about the ar¬ 
ticles themselves. 

The firefighters are also 
considering a lawsuit 
against the author of 
emails sent through a 
Gmail account. 

Justice Heather Robert¬ 
son of Nova Scotia 
Supreme Court swiftly 


granted the uncontested 
application yesterday, not¬ 
ing the Internet shouldn’t 
provide any cover from le¬ 
gal actions. 

Robertson said the court 
doesn’t “condone the con¬ 
duct of anonymous Inter¬ 
net users who make 
defamatory comments. 

“They, like other people, 
have to be accountable for 
their actions.” 

The editor of the Coast, 
Kyle Shaw, says comments 
were taken off the website 


as soon as Mosher’s 
lawyers informed the pa¬ 
per that the fire chief 
found them defamatory. 
Shaw said an apology was 
also posted on the site. 

Shaw said the paper will 
comply with the court or¬ 
der and provide the names 
and email addresses, as 
well as any Internet proto¬ 
col addresses — identify¬ 
ing numbers for the Inter¬ 
net connections to a com¬ 
puter — once it receives a 
formal request from the 


firefighters’ lawyer. 

Shaw says while he’s 
willing to provide the iden¬ 
tities, he won’t change a 
policy that allows people 
to remain anonymous 
while posting their views 
on the website. 

He said the policy allows 
others to notify website ed¬ 
itors if inappropriate com¬ 
ments are made, and that 
editors can then decide 
whether to remove the 
comment.

Mistrial ruled in 
smuggling case 
against lawyer 

COURTS Justice Peter 
Biyson declared a mistrial 
yesterday in the case of a 
Halifax lawyer who 
allegedly smuggled drugs 
into a Dartmouth jail. 

Anne Calder’s defence 
lawyer applied for the mis¬ 
trial, citing new evidence 
that compromised his 
client’s ability to mount a 
defence, according to the 
CBC. 

Justice Peter Bryson 
agreed in rendering his de¬ 
cision yesterday, saying 
the exclusion of the 
evidence would interfere 
with the court’s role to 
seek the truth, and that a 
new trial is required. 

The 56-year-old will re¬ 
turn to court in May to de¬ 
termine a new trial date. 

Calder is accused of 
smuggling drugs and 
tobacco to a client current¬ 
ly serving a term in the 
Nova Scotia Central 
Corrections Facility in 
Dartmouth. Calder said 
she didn’t know the con¬ 
tents of an envelope she 
delivered last July.

The Gonservatives also 
joined with the Liberals in 
calling for a look into 
French translation services 
in the legislature. 

Steele, also finance min¬ 
ister, initially said that 
would be too expensive 
but then said it’s worth in¬ 


vestigating to find out the 
full cost. 

“The question has come 
up before even in my nine 
years in the house, and it 
has always been rejected 
on the basis of cost,” he 
said, noting the funding 


would need to come from 
elsewhere in the legisla¬ 
ture budget. 

“If members are willing 
to entertain the cost of 
cuts elsewhere in order to 
fund simultaneous transla¬ 
tion, that’s certainly some¬

Tony Rodgers, the feder¬ 
ation’s executive director, 
says Natural Resources 


Minister John MacDonell 
would be ignoring scientif¬ 
ic advice from his own de¬ 
partment if he went ahead 
with the proposal. 

A decision is expected to¬ 
morrow. 

Rodgers, whose group 
represents more than 


6,000 hunters and recre¬ 
ational fishermen, says it’s 
a mistake to think the 
province’s 8,000 coyotes 
are getting more aggres¬ 
sive. 

He says the real problem 
is that one of the coyote’s 
main sources of food, the 


snowshoe hare, is at the 
bottom of a seven-year 
population cycle and hun¬ 
gry coyotes are simply 
looking for food. 

Rodgers says a cull is a 
waste of time because the 
population will only 
bounce back. 


MacDonell has said he 
sees nothing wrong with a 
bounty and he’s interested 
in working with the Trap¬ 
pers’ Association of Nova 
Scotia, whose members 
caught almost 1,900 coy¬ 
otes last year.

BILLS Municipalities in No¬ 
va Scotia weren’t having 
much luck tracking down 
bad debt, so they’re turn¬ 
ing to the province to help 
them out. 


The province’s debt- 
management division, 
made up of about 35 staff 
members, will now be in 
charge of going after un¬ 
paid municipal bills.

Company charged in employee’s death 


WINDSOR A drug manufac¬ 
turer in Nova Scotia is fac¬ 
ing five health and safety 
charges in the death of a 
technician who handled a 
chemical compound. 

Roland Daigle, 46, died in 
hospital on Oct. 7, 2008, af¬ 
ter being exposed to 
vapours from trimethylsilyl 
diazomethane while doing 
a test at his work station at 
the Sepracor Canada plant 
in Windsor. The province’s 
Labour Department said 


yesterday it charged Sepra¬ 
cor with failing to ensure 
adequate personal protec¬ 
tion equipment was in 
place in Daigle’s work area, 
failing to ensure that an ad¬ 
equate venting system was 
in place, and failing to en¬ 
sure he was instructed in 
the safe use of the chemical. 

Sepracor is also charged 
with failing to instruct an 
employee in procedures for 
the safe handling of the 
substance in the lab and 


failing to ensure that no 
person would disturb the 
scene of an accident after it 
occurred. 

Susan Adler, a vice-presi¬ 
dent with Sepracor, said in 
an email that the company 
is reviewing the summons 
and will be seeking infor¬ 
mation from the Labour De¬ 
partment “to more fully im- 
derstand the charges.” 

She said the provincial 
department has not made 
any recommendations with 


respect to changes to the 
company’s practices since 
an inspection. 

“Sepracor continues to 
mourn Roland’s loss as well 
as to extend its greatest 
S 5 nQpathies to Roland’s fam¬ 
ily and many friends,” Adler 
said. Daigle’s sister said the 
time since his death has 
been painful. 

“Roland was taken from 
us far too soon,” L 5 mda Mac¬ 
Donald said in a statement.

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Special needs 
program cut 
by one year 


The families of Nova Sco¬ 
tia students with specific 
learning disabilities will 
continue to get tuition 
support from the province, 
although an advocacy 
group questioned the wis¬ 
dom of reducing the fund¬ 
ing period by one year. 

An Education Depart¬ 
ment review released yes¬ 
terday recommends the 
tuition support program 
be trimmed from the cur¬ 
rent four years to three. 

There will be an option 
of a fourth, so-called tran¬ 
sitional year if it’s deter¬ 
mined that students aren’t 
ready to return to the pub¬ 
lic school system. 

Launched in 2004, the 
short-term 
funding pro¬ 
gram pro¬ 
vides eligi¬ 
ble families 
with $6,600 
to pay for tu¬ 
ition at spe¬ 
cialized pri¬ 
vate schools 

that can run in excess of 

$ 11 , 000 . 

Students accepted to the 
program have been diag¬ 
nosed with attention 
deficit h 5 q)eractivity disor¬ 
der, autism spectrum dis¬ 
order and learning disabili¬ 
ties. 

Wade Brummet, chair¬ 
man of the Equal Educa¬ 
tion Association of Nova 
Scotia, said he’s concerned 
about the province limit¬ 
ing the program’s length. 

“It's much like a physical 
disability, where you 
wouldn’t take a wheel¬ 
chair ramp away after 
three years,” said Brum¬ 
met.

in her specialized pro¬ 
gram. 

The cost of the program 
which currently enrols 160 
students is $1.37 million. 

Education Minister Mari¬ 
lyn More said while valu¬ 
able, the program is meant 
to be short-term and 
should be aimed at return¬ 
ing students to the public 
school setting. 

She said the NDP govern¬ 
ment remains committed 
to improving special edu¬ 
cation programs in public 
schools and that's a main 
reason she rejected a re¬ 
view recommendation to 
expand tuition support to 
students with other im¬ 
pairments, including be¬ 
havioural disorders and 
physical disabilities.

vate information under 
the federal government’s 
Privacy Act.” 

In winning four un¬ 
escorted passes into Kelow¬ 
na, B.G., from his jail in 
Agassiz, B.G., Munro, 58, 
claimed to have reformed 
and accepted responsibili¬ 
ty for his crime. 

He told a National Parole 
Board hearing last month 
that he was drunk and 
high during the standoff, 
and didn’t realize the po¬ 
lice officer was dying.

Thousands left 
homeless in India 


Soldiers and civilians used 
shovels and their bare 
hands to dig through col¬ 
lapsed buildings in search 
of survivors after strong 
earthquakes struck a 
mountainous Tibetan re¬ 
gion of China yesterday, 
killing at least 589 people 
and injuring more than 
10,000. 

The series of quakes flat¬ 
tened buildings across re¬ 
mote western Yushu county 
and sent survivors, many 
bleeding from their 
wounds, flooding into the 
streets of Jiegu township. 
State television showed 
block after devastated block 
of toppled mud and wood 
homes. Local officials said 
85 per cent of the structures 
had been destroyed. 

Residents and troops gar¬ 


risoned in the town used 
shovels and their hands to 
pull survivors and bodies 
from the rubble much of 
the day. Several schools 
collapsed, with the state 
news agency sa 5 dng at least 
56 students died. Tens of 
thousands of the town’s 


70,000 people were left 
without shelter, state me¬ 
dia said. 

The remote location 
posed logistical difficulties 
for rescuers. The area sits 
at around 4,000 metres 
and is poor.

Perhaps it’s all a b 5 q)rod- 
uct of American values, or 
the two-party system that 
encourages people to take 
sides; maybe a country built 
on a people’s revolution 
and the First Amendment 
can only inspire outspoken, 
black-and-white zeal.

Group says tarsands break 
NAFTA enviYonment rules 


ENERGY Green groups are 
taking their complaints 
about the Alberta tarsands 
to an environmental 
watchdog set up under the 
North American Free 
Trade Agreement. 

Environmental Defence 
Canada is spearheading 
the move to enlist NAFTA 
in the fight against the 
tarsands. 

The group says it has 
filed a formal submission 
with the NAFTA Commis¬ 
sion for Environmental Co¬ 
operation. 

It complains that the 


federal government isn’t 
enforcing its own pollu¬ 
tion rules against tarsands 
projects. 

Matt Price of Environ¬ 
mental Defence says the 
trade body could take the 
failure to enforce the rules 
as a kind of subsidy for the 
tarsands, a no-no under 
the trade pact. 

At the veiy least, he says, 
the submission could 
shame the government in¬ 
to action. 

Price says tailings ponds, 
which hold tainted waste 
water from the tarsands 


plants, leak billions of 
litres into streams and 
rivers eveiy year. 

The federal Fisheries Act 
prohibits pollution of fish- 
inhabited waters. 

Price says the govern¬ 
ment has to be prodded 
to action. “It’s failing to 
do anything, really, to 
clean up the tarsands,” 
he says. 

It could take months for 
the commission to decide 
whether to hear the com¬ 
plaint and a final decision 
could take years.

whereas men often opt for 
private lessons, so they 
cater to both approaches.

you need to and it also does 
change the loft slightly 
when you move the head 
into different positions,” 
says Logan. 

That means the club can 
be customized to a per¬ 
son’s particular swing.

A piece of purse history 

The story behind one of the most iconic purses: The Chanel 2.55 



The iconic Chanel 2.55 handbag was quite revolutionary when it was first introduced in 1955; it 
debuted the shoulder strap, which enabled women to carry a purse over their arm for the first time.

Purses have always been 
the must-have accessory 
of fashion-conscious 
women. 

But only a handful have 
reached iconic status, 
worn by the rich and fa¬ 
mous, coveted by the rest 
of us and imitated the 
world over. 

Of those, none have as 
intriguing a story as 
Chanel’s 2.55 handbag, 
favoured by the likes of 
Jackie Kennedy and 
Princess Diana. 

The story begins 55 
years ago in Paris when 
French couturier Coco 
Chanel first debuted her 
2.55 handbag in February 
1955, the date after which 
the purse is named. At 
the time, it was quite rev¬ 
olutionary, introducing 
the shoulder strap to 
women’s purses. 

Made of metal chains in¬ 
tertwined with strips of 
leather, the strap enabled 
women to carry a purse 
over their arm, thereby 
freeing their hands that 
had previously been occu¬ 
pied holding a purse. 

The bag’s now-famous 
quilted exterior, created 
by diamond-shaped top 
stitching, was reportedly 
inspired by the stained- 
glass windows of the 
abbey in the French town 
where Coco grew up. 

Virginie Vincens, 

Chanel’s public relations 


director for Canada, ex¬ 
plains that there’s a whop¬ 
ping seven pockets inside 
the purse. “The interior 
gusseted pockets hold 
business cards or note¬ 
books,” she says. “There’s 
the rounded rear pocket, 
nicknamed the “Mona 
Lisa Smile,” the little 
pocket in the middle, de¬ 


signed to hold lipstick, 
and the zipped pocket in¬ 
side the flap, which is re¬ 
served for money and love 
notes.” 

Word has it that in Co¬ 
co’s own 2.55, that partic¬ 


ular pocket is where she 
hid love letters from her 
various lovers. 

Today, the 2.55, along 
with Chanel’s other bags, 
are made at a production 
site in a town outside 


Paris, where a staff of 
leather craftsmen, engi¬ 
neers and cutters assem¬ 
ble each bag from five 
lambskins — as only the 
softest part of the skin (the 
centre portion) — is used. 

During assembly, “each 
bag is turned inside out, in 
keeping with Mademoi¬ 
selle Chanel’s firm belief 
in the importance of hid¬ 
den luxuiy — the inside 
should be as good as the 
outside,” says Vincens. The 
purse’s burgundy lining 
was reportedly inspired by 
the colour of the uniforms 
at the orphanage where 
Coco grew up. 

Once a bag is assembled, 
it’s sent to high-tech cli¬ 
matic chambers to test its 
resistance to var 5 dng tem¬ 
peratures, UV rays, tearing 
and water. Finally, it’s giv¬ 
en a tracking sticker and 
certificate of authenticity. 

It’s this remarkable 
craftsmanship and 

painstaking attention to 
detail — about a dozen 
people spend an average 
of 18 hours crafting each 
handbag — that propelled 
Chanel’s 2.55 to iconic sta¬ 
tus in the accessories pan¬ 
theon. It has transcended 
fashion trends and fads 
over the past half-century 
as a timeless classic. 

But you better start sav¬ 
ing if you want to call a 
Chanel 2.55 your own. It’ll 
set you back (gulp) $3,200. 
But then, you’re buying a 
little piece of fashion his¬ 
tory. Some would say 
that’s priceless.

INGREDIENTS: 

2 egg whites, lightly beat¬ 
en 

1 tablespoon Dijon 
mustard 

4 (6-7oz) skinless, boneless 
chicken breasts 

2 cups finely grated 
Parmesan cheese 

1 teaspoon fresh th 5 mie 
leaves, chopped 

METHOD: 

1. Preheat broiler to high 
and set oven rack to top 
position. Lightly oil a 
rimmed sheet pan with 
olive oil and set aside. 

2. Meanwhile, mix egg 
whites with Dijon 
mustard and set aside. 
Place chicken breasts on a 
cutting board. With a 
knife parallel to the 
cutting board, cut chicken 
breasts in half lengthwise 
to create two thin chicken
